The application has been amended as follows: 

In claim 1 , line 9, after "depositing solder is performed", replace "without using 
the mask" with - with using the insulator as a mask --. 

In claim 1 , line 12, after "selectively depositing solder" remove "only on the 
exposed portion of the metal contact without depositing solder on the insulating layer". 

In claim 9, line 10, after "depositing solder is performed", replace "without using 
the patterned photoresist layer as the mask" with - with using the insulator as a mask 

In claim 9, line 12, after "depositing solder" remove "only on the exposed portion 
of the metal contact and not depositing solder on the insulating layer". 

In claim 1 1 , line 1 1 , after "depositing lead is performed", replace "without using 
the patterned photoresist layer as the mask" with - with using the insulator as a mask 

In claim 1 1 , line 13, after "selectively depositing" remove "only on the exposed 
portion of the metal contact and not on the insulating layer". 

In claim 12, line 13, after "solder contact is formed", replace "without using the 
patterned photoresist layer as the mask" with - using the insulator as a mask --.

In claim 71 , line 10, after " depositing solder is performed", replace "without using 
the patterned photoresist layer as the mask" with - using the insulator as a mask 

In claim 76, line 16, after "photoresist layer is removed" insert - , using the 
insulator as a mask, --. 

In claim 83, line 1 1 , after "metal contact" insert - , using the second insulator as a 
mask, --. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1, 3-12, 64-65, 68, 71 and 76-91 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 

record, either singly or in combination, fails to disclose the limitations of: 

Selectively depositing solder on the exposed portion of the metal contact pad 
wherein the patterned insulator is the only mask.
